JOHN MARSHALL 
J 
OHN MARSHALL was the 
fourth Chief Justice of the 
Supreme Court of the United 
States, but in the judicial an­ 
nals of our land he undoubtedly 
stands first. At a time when the 
Republic was young and hesi­ 
tant. in its early decades of 
self-government, 
his 
clear-cut 
decisions fortified the Constitu­ 
tion as the basis of our national 
life. 
ffe was appointed to the high­ 
est judicial office in 1801, when 
the Supreme Court seemed to be 
one of the government .agencies 
which was failing of its purpose. 
. In thirty-four years of devoted 
.work, his decisions, which have 
never been surpassed for clarity, 
jprflliance and courage, gave form 
substance to the Constitu­ 
tion and helped establish the 
f Supreme Court as the bulwark 
of the American form of demo­ 
cratic government 
• Marshall was born in 1755 of 
trfoneer stock, the eldest of fif­ 
teen children in a family where 
money was scarce. His schoolir 


was 
consequently 
irregular, 
though he managed to take law 
courses 
at 
the 
College 
of 
William 
and 
Mary. 
Endowed 
with an exceptionally fine legal 
mind, he soon achieved leader­ 
ship in the Bar of Virginia. 
He was called to fill many 
public offices, including that of 
Secretary of State under Presi­ 
dent John Adams, before he was 
designated 
to 
the 
Supreme 
Court. He died at the age of 
eighty, in 1835. The glory of 
his contribution to 
American 
history has not dimmed since. 
Within a few days after his 
death, plans for a suitable mem­ 
orial in front of the Capitol in 
Washington were begun, 
but 
they were not carried out until 
half a century later. The sum of 
13 ,000 which lay forgotten in a 
Memorial Fund during the in­ 
tervening years had grown to 
ISO ,000. 
Congress matched it 
with a similar amount and the 
unveiling of the impressive mon­ 
ument shown in the sketch took 
place on May 10, 1884.
